Strategic Samana Bay 
Made Available to U.S. 
Warships, Emphasizing 


VITAL GAP IN CANAL 
DEFENSES MENDED 


America’s Anti-Fascist 
Spirit Flares in Attack 
Upon Italian Sailors. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—(UP)— 
President Roosevelt’s program for 
continental defense of the western 
hemisphere was aided this week 
by the Dominican republic, which 
made Samana bay, on the eastern 
coast of the island, available for 
use by the United States fleet. 

Samana bay, a stategically lo- 
cated inlet about 100 miles across 
Nona passage from Puerto Rico, 
was offered ostensibly for use of 
the fleet during current winter 
'maneuvers. It was expected, how- 
ever, that it might become a per- 
‘manent naval station through a 
| long-term lease arrangement with 
the Dominican government. Its 
;addition to the chain of bases 
| across the Caribbean closes an im- 
| portant gap in the navy’s line of 
defenses of the Panama Canal and 
the entire Central American area. 

Along with facilities at Guanta- 
namo bay, Cuba, and Isla Grande, 
off the Puerto Rican coast, a naval 
| Station at Samana bay, which has 
‘room to base sevéral surface ves- 


sels as well as aircraft, would as- 
‘sure a strong defense of all ap- 
proaches to the canal. 

The use of Samana bay as a base 
marks the first acceptance by a 
Latin American government of 
| President Roosevelt’s proposal that 


|American continental defense be 
undertaken by all countries from 
Canada to Cape Horn. The site 
was recommended as a naval sta- 
tion, according to reports, by a 
naval board that investigated pos- 
sible Caribbean bases a year ago 
in a general plan to tighten up 
canal defenses. Besides the use 
of the bay, the Dominican govern- 
ment gave American military and 
naval planes permission to land 
anywhere on the waters or terri- 


tory of the republic.

3 U. S. Cardinals Hurrying to Vatican; 
Millions M ourn as Pope Pius Lies in State 


Liner Rex To Be Held wel 
Mundelein, Dougherty; 
O’Connell Off Monday 


NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—(#)— 


Millions of sorrowing Catholics of 
this country prayed tonight for 
the’ soul of the dead Pope Pius, as 
the three cardinals of the United 
States made urgent preparations 
to assure the participation for the 
first time of an American group of 
the hierarchy in the elevation of 
a new pontiff. 

Denis Cardinal Dougherty, of 
Philadelphia, made reservations to 
sail for Rome tomorrow aboard 
the Italian liner Rex; George Car- 
dinal Mundelein, of Chicago, 
broke off his Florida vacation and 
took train for New York to join 
the ship. 

The aged William Cardinal 
O’Connell, of Boston, abandoning 
tentative plans to fly from Nas- 
sau in the Bahamas to New York 
in time to catch the Rex, left on 
the S. S. Brittanic tonight for New 
York, where he plans to board 
the S. S. Saturnia for Rome. The 
Brittanic is due at New York 
Monday. His two compatriois will 
precede him on the Rex. 

The liner Rex will be held be- 
yond her regular sailing time un- 
til the cardinals are aboard and, if 
she proceeds on schedule, will ar- 
rive in Naples—a three-hour train 
journey from Rome—Feburary 18, 
a full week at least before the 
conclave of cardinals is convened 
to choose Pius’ successor. 

Opportunity for Voice. 

This opportunity to have a voice 
in the selection of a Pope, the most 
important ever to fall to prelates 
of this country, was made possible 
by Pius himself upon his eleva- 
tion 17 years ago as the 26lst head 
of the Church of Rome. 

At the death of Pope Benedict 
XV on January 22, 1922, Cardinal 
O’Connell took the first available 
boat, but arrived in Rome after 
the ancient ritual of election had 
been completed, and Achille Car- 
dinal Ratti had become Pope 
Pius XI. 

He spoke of his sorrow at hav- 
ing been unable to participate in 
this, gne of the most majestic of 
all the tasks of the cardinals and 
Pius promised him that after his 


own death ample time would be 
allowed to permit the arrival of 
every cardinal.

A new “Five Year Plan” for 
paying off debts, increasing the 
number of Hi-Y and Tri-Hi-Y 


clubs from the present 232 to 350, 
expanding to include grade school 
boys and girls, and the invitation © 
of bequests, was presented to the 
delegates. 

During 1939 it was proposed 
that the state Y. M. C. A.’s initiate 
inter-association conferences and 
meetings, establish a state-wide 
Bible Study project with a mini- 
mum goal of 15,000 participants, 
and clear off all of the state debt. 

Baxter Jones, delegate from 
Macon, presented the five-year 
program, which the assembly 
adopted. Guest speaker was Blake 
W. Godfrey, Mississippi state 
Y. M. C. A. secretary, who ad- 
dressed the delegates on “Sui 
Generis.” 

J. L. Bennett, of the Savannah 
Y. M. C. A., reported that since 
1933 there had been an increase

MELTING MILES 

The wings of war—on an errand of peace— 
this week melted miles in a graphic demonstra- 
tion of America’s defense range, and, by the 
same token, her danger should a foreign power 
gain a firm foothold on this continent. 

The flight of the “flying fortress” south to 
Chile with earthquake relief supplies aboard 
was more significant than the mass flight of 
the huge army bombers to Argentina last year. 
It was made under simulated war conditions, 
without long preparation and without the spot- 
ting of advance bases and crews. Under actual 
wartime conditions, the flight from the Canal 
Zone to Santiago, Chile, could and would have 
been made without an itermediate stop at Lima, 
Peru. It would have been from Langley field to 
the Canal Zone, to Santiago. The number of 
craft which could have made the journey would 
be conditioned solely upon the availability of 
landing area and ground servicing at the Canal 
Zone, and at Santiago. 

It is even more significant when linked with 
an obscure news item last week reporting the 
loss of a passenger airplane of the Scadta line 
in the jungles while on an exploration trip over 
the plains of eastern Colombia. It was manned 
by a crew of four—each a member of the Ger- 
man air corps reserve. The Scadta line—owned 
and operated by Germans—has operated in Co- 
lombia for more than 10 years and has con- 
structed several bases for operation. Whether

The rescue of the passengers of the British 
Imperial Airways’ Cavalier by the Esso Baytown, 
with resultant publicity, is nothing unusual, the 
institute reports, although ordinarily the drama 
centers around the sleek passenger liners rather 
than the wallowing, ‘rotund little vessels with 
the gurgling insides. 

These ubiquitous little travellers usually are 
nearest to whatever decides to happen, either 
on or off the shipping lanes of the Seven Seas— 
one in every third vessel roaming the water 
highways is a tanker, and seldom a week passes 
that a rescue is not placed in the log to their 
credit. 

They 
look for all the world like the Queen Mary from 
the vantage point of a spar or life belt in the 
loneliness of a madcap sea.

It doesn't matter what you have heard, nor how many other 
people believe her guilty, nor how suspicious the circumstances 
Seem. So far as you know, she is wholly innocent; and it is wrong 
and mean to think her guilty, and repeat the story as though it 
were true, when you have no shred of evidence to condemn her. 

Of all the unlovely traits possessed by our imperfect breed, the 
least respectable is our ungenerous delight in the downfall of our 
neighbors. 

Envy is doubtless at the root of it.. We unwittingly look: upon all 
of our acquaintances as competitors for the world’s favor and good 
opinion. Praise for one of them seems by comparison a criticism 
of us. The higher they climb, the lower we are by contrast. 

As their success accents our failure, so their sins accent our 
virtue. Thus we have a double reason to rejoice in their downfall. 
It removes them as competitors and calls attention to our righte- 
ousness. 

When a self-righteous little snob cries: “Willie is cheating!”, 
he means to say: “I am not cheating.” His treachery to Willie is 
praise for himself. 

It is our nature and practice to believe what we wish to believe 
and to do the thing that brings us profit. 

Since the downfall of others makes us higher by comparison, 
we wish to believe any charge against them well-founded and true. 
And since we wish to believe it, we do believe it. A new truth may 
be accepted slowly, but a new scandal is received with open arms. 

I don’t mean that we deliberately and consciously welcome the 
downfall of others as a benefit to ourselves. That would shame us. 
We wouldn’t admit being that mean. But that is the way our minds 
work in secret. 

That is our nature, but it doesn’t follow that we must function 
that way. It is also our nature to take what we want, deceive others 
to benefit ourselves, and strike when we are offended, but civilized 
people learn to overcome natural things that are shameful. 

We can overcome the tendency to believe evil, too. But we must 
work fast and suppress the first inclination to believe; for the mo- 
ment we accept an idea, our vanity supports and defends it, since 
we cannot discard it later without confessing that we were wrong.

Thus Abraham Lincoln in the 
campaign against Douglas. “They 
have seen in his (Douglas’) round, 
jolly, fruitful face,” he continued, 


“post-offices, land offices, mar- 
shalships and cabinet appoint- 
ments, chargeships and foreign 
missions, bursting out in wonder- 
ful exuberance, ready to be laid 
hold of by their greedy hands.” 
Lincoln’s birthday will be honored 
tomorrow in the south as well as 
the north. He was in some sense 
the greatest American of them all. 
Great not only for the career that 
brought him from log cabin to 
White House and held him there 
during America’s greatest crisis 
but in even more significant meas- 
ure for the way his mind and 
heart grew as he went along until 
they encompassed finally § the 
whole of his country, the cultured 
as well as the raw, the rich as well 
as the poor, the south as well as 
the north. 

No one has made this point 
about Lincoln better than Wood- 
row Wilson, and we are indebted 
to Mr. J. Wallace MacGowan, of 
Penny Farms, Florida, for remind- 
ing us. What made Lincoln more 


American than a man like Andrew 
Jackson, according to Wilson, was 
that Lincoln grew to express not 
just one section or class of Amer- 
icans but all of them, 


“His eyes,” wrote Woodrow Wil- 
son of Abraham Lincoln, “as they 
looked more and more abroad, be- 
held the national life and compre- 
hended it; and the lad who had 


been so rough cut a provincial be- 
came, when grown to manhood, 
the one leader in all the nation 
who held the people singly in his 
heart—held even the southern peo- 
ple there, and would have won 
them back. And so we have in him 
what we may call the perfect de- 
velopment of native strength, the 
rounding out and nationalization of 
the provincial. Andrew Jackson 
was a type, not of the nation, but 
of the west. For all the tenderness 
there was in the stormy heart of 
the masterful man, and staunch 
and simple loyalty to all who loved 
him, he learned nothing in the 
east; kept always the flavor of the 
rough school in which he had been 
bred; was never more than a fron- 
tier soldier and gentleman. Lincoln 
differed from Jackson by all the 
length of his unmatched capacity 
to learn. Jackson could understand 
only men of his own kind; Lincoln 
could understand men of all sorts 
and from every region of the land; 
seemed himself, indeed, to be all 
men by turns, as mood succeeded 
mood in his strong mature . 

He kept always the shrewd and 
seeing eye of the woodsman and 
the hunter, and the flavor of wild 
life never left him; and yet how 
easily his view widened to great 
affairs; how surely he perceived 
the value and significance of what- 
ever touched him and made him 
neighbor to itself!” 

Another great southerner who 
recognized the profound Ameri- 
canism of Lincoln was Henry 
Grady. “From the union of these 
colonists, Puritans and Cavaliers,” 
he declared in one of his most 
famous addresses, “from the 


straightening of their purposes 
the crossing of their blood, slow

perfecting through a century, came 
he who stands as the first typical 
American, the first who compre- 
hended within himself all the

—Abraham Lincoln.” 

John Wilkes Booth thought Lin- 
coln the arch-enemy of the south, 
and assassinated him. The drama 
of Booth’s deed and of his subse- 
quent flight and death has been 
caught in thrilling measure by 
Philip Van Doren Stern in his just 
published “The Man Who Killed 
Lincoln.” Between all its lines is 
the tragedy of a south betrayed 
by its own would-be champion. 
There would have been no such 
darkness of Reconstruction if Lin- 
coln had lived. The war’s end 
found him already at odds with 
those who wanted to take bitter 
revenge upon the south, impose 
arbitrary and uncomprehending 
reforms upon it. That these joint 
enemies of Lincoln and the south 
were involved in Booth’s plot 
(without Booth’s knowledge) is the 
implication, in certain facts hinted 
by Mr. Stern and startlingly docu- 
mented in Otto Eisenschiml’s 
“Why Was Abraham Lincoln Mur- 
dered?” published a few years ago.

Victim Tied to Burning 
Stump Still Has Not Re- 
covered From Hurts.

Sheriff Chapman said Ada Cow- 
art told him she regained con- 
sciousness “after three blows from 
Barrow” to find herself tied to the 
stump. 

Turner told the same story as 
Ada Cowart, Chapman said, “up 
to the point of Barrow striking 
the girl” and refused to “give fur- 
ther information.” 

Chapman said Barrow declared 
he was “not even at the scene” at 
the time the girl was tied to the 
stump. The officer said Bettie 
Cowart had refused to make a 
statement.

Residents of Illinois, Indiana 
and Michigan brought out extra

Chicagoans watched the red 
line of mercury in their ther- 
mometers shrink 40 degrees in 14 
hours, from 50 to 10 above. A 
minimum of zero to five below 
was predicted there. 

Thirteen states to the north and 
west, between Wisconsin and Cali- 
fornia, reported subzero readings. 
These included an unofficial 54 
below zero in Chester, Mont., and 
40 minus in Havre, Montana. 

Winds of near-gale proportions,

The heaviest damage centered 
around Watertown in northern 
New York and in the vicinity of 
Rochester.

CALLED A SWINDLE 


Solon Willing To Withdraw 
‘Embezzlement’ If Strong- 
er Word Suggested. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—(f)— 
The investment of social security 
funds in government securities 
brought a Republican complaint of 
“embezzlement” at a house hear- 
ing today and a Democratic de- 
mand that the word be deleted 
from the record. 

The accusation came from Rep- 
resentatives Gearhart, Republican, 
California, and Knutson, Republi- 
can, Minnesota, at hearings before 
the ways and means committee, of 
which they are members, on pro- 
posed changes in the social securi- 
ty act. 

Knutson compared the handling 

of the funds with an insurance 
company’s taking money from pol- 
icyholders and spending it “on its 
own debts.” 
“Both would be guilty of embez- 
zliement,” he asserted. When Rep- 
resentative Buck, Democrat, Cali- 
fornia, objected to that word as 
too strong and asked Knutson to 
withdraw it, the Minnesotan crack- 
ed: “If the gentleman knows of a 
stronger word, I will withdraw 
‘embezzlement.’ ” 

Gearhart contended that “taking

NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—(UP)—., 


Jules Brulatour, wealthy film ex-

Man-Made Crimes, Not Bible Ones, 
Fill Uncle Sam’s Penitentiary Here 


Warden Sanford Tells Masons Activity of Congress Can 
Be Gauged by Graphs of Prison Population; Tells 
of Rehabilitation. 


Most federal prisoners are in 
jail for statutory offenses, not 
Biblical crimes, Warden Joseph 
W. Sanford, of the Atlanta peni- 
tentiary told members of the At- 
lanta Masonic Club at their week- 
ly luncheon yesterday. 

“You can check the activity of 
congress fairly accurately by 
graphs of the number of prison- 
ers we receive,” he said, adding 
that while state penal boards have 


to deal with the same old type 
of criminal year in and year out, 
each new session of congress sends 
different species of lawbreakers 
to the federal penitentiaries. 


Warden Sanford spoke on the) 
“Federal Prison System,” and the 
a 


work that is being done to rehabil- 
itate the prisoners in federal 
jails. He was introduced by Josiah 
T. Rose, former Georgia collector 
of internal revenue. 

Reaping Whirlwind.” 


“Right now,” he said, “we ward-| 


ens are reaping the whirlwind of 
the government checks that are 
becoming a part of our national 
life.” The federal criminal dock- 
ets are crowded with names of 
persons who took government 


checks from the mails and forged | 


them. In addition, federal jails 
have been receiving marihuana 
sellers since the traffic was made 
a federal offense, and a few for- 
mer bank presidents and bank 
robbers have been put behind bars 
since the Federal Deposit Insur- 
ance Corporation was established. 

“In 1902, when the Atlanta 
penitentiary was built, there were 
2,000 federal prisoners in the na- 
tion. Today there are more than 
20,000,,” he said. Of that num- 
ber approximately 2,000 are wom- 
en. It seems, the warden laughed, 
that women are able to talk 
judges, out of sentencing them. 


Sometimes they don’t have to say 
anything, he added. 

The government has built, or 
is now building, prisons for dif- 
ferent types of criminals. There 
is a great difference between many 
of the institutions, Sanford said, 
pointing out that Atlanta, Leaven- 
worth and Alcatraz are for habit- 
ual offenders while Lewisburg is 
for a “more hopeful group,” which 
will be made into useful citizens, 
if possible. 

Sandford, who was at Chillicothe 
before his transfer to Atlanta 
last April, praised the work that 
was being done in the Ohio re- 
formatory. 

Only first offenders are sent 
there, he said, and every effort 
is made to teach them a trade, and 
get them jobs when their time is 


“We are more interested in the 
humanitarian than the custodial 
side there,” he stated, “and make 
every effort to bring the prisoner 
back to right living. They work, 
and most of the money they make 
is sent to their families. 

“But,” he said, “the success or 
failure of the venture depends on 
men like yourselves. Help them 
when they get out. Don’t turn 
your backs. Men in a position 
to do so must adopt a reasonable 
ee towards these young- 
stérs.”’

‘employ Chillicothe “graduates” in 


certain fields as fast as they are 
released, the warden remarked. 

“Prisons,” Sanford said,” meas- 
ure our national shortcomings in 
terms of brick, steel and iron. But 
all the prisons, judges and parole 
boards in the world can’t solve 
the problem of crime.

PONCE DE LEON INLET, Fla., Feb. 10.—Here where the 
blue waters of the Halifax merge with the green and blue of 


the rolling Atlantic, some of the local boys engage in a quaint. 


and somewhat dangerous sport. 

Crabbing, in the ordinary sense, is not much sport. You put 
some bait on a hook and haul the crabs in, one by one. But 
stone crabbing is something else. It is, 1 insist, almost com- 
parable with a fellow going after a shark in his ndtive’element 
armed only with a knife and a lot of old-fashioned fortitude. 

The boys wade along the shore up to their waist looking for 
the ac holes in the banks. When they spot one, they go to 
work. 


Some use a bit of protection, such as a shell. They 
will plunge in over their heads, if necessary, and ram 
an arm up to the shoulder in the crab’s residence. If 
it shows resistance, they will let the big hard-shelled 
crustacean nab the shell with its claws. They then slip 
a hand around its back and haul it out of the hole. 


These big crabs have powerful claws. So powerful, in fact, 
that they will take off fingers or part of a hand. And yet many 
of the boys never bother about the shell. It’s really an art and 
is a unique industry. They don’t come as high now, but back 
in the old days a dozen of the crabs retailed for as high as $1. 

Since that is only a bit less than the tenth part of a dollar 
apiece, it is easy to see that the boys earned their mazuma. Each 
time they disturb a crab’s happy home, they are liable to pull 
back a nub. 

I enjoy watching it. There is something intriguing 
about it. But as yet I have been content to drop a 
baited hook and pull out the soft-shell variety. Stone 
crabbing is a lot like the ice skating back out in Cali- 
fornia—great sport to watch.

his hand, but it was wedged. He really was in a pickle- 

ment, as Amos says. 

Not a soul in the party was in sight, and with a strength 
born of desperation, he finally worked the crab around and 
yanked it out as the water tickled his nose. 

He then had a little problem of persuading the crab 

to release his hand. This he did by hesitantly parting 

with a portion of epidermis. 

Oh, yes, stone crabbing is great sport. But I’ll still take 
mine on a hook and line.

‘No Mad Rush,’ Says Com- 
mittee Chairman, on $150,- 
000,000 WPA Increase. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—(UP) 
Conservative Democrats on the 
house appropriations committee 
are planning to sidetrack imme- 
diate action on President Roose- 
velt’s demand for restoration of 
$150,000,000 lopped from his $875,- 
000,000 relief budget in favor of 
a study of a long-range, perma- 
nent program, it was learned to- 
night. 

Committee Chairman Edward T. 
Taylor, Democrat, Colorado, is ex- 
cted to pose the issue next week 
at a formal meeting of the defi- 
ciency subcommittee, which han- 
dies the relief problem. He has 
told some Democratic members 
privately. that there is “no: mad 
rush” on Mr. Roosevelt’s request 
despite the fact the chief execu- 
tive warned in a special message 
Tuesday that an “emergency” 
exists 

As result it is believed the group 
will begin work on the relief 
“shake-up” program sponsored by 
Representative Clifton A. Wood- 
rum, Democrat,Virginia, one of the 
leaders of the house economy bloc 
which forced through the cut on 
Mr. Roosevelt’s request. 

Woodrum’s measure, applicable 
to the fiscal year 1940, would ap- 
propriate $1,120;000, 000 for un- 
ployment and direct relief, ‘less 
than half the amount the Presi- 
dent estimated would be necessary 
in his January budget message. 

The bill also would abolish the 
Works Progress Administration, 
return administration of relief to 
the states, and impose heavy pen- 
alties for mixing politics and re- 
lief. 


CROP INSURANCE 
ON COTTON SOUGHT 


Plan Offered To Utilize Part 
of 10,000,000-Bale 
Surplus in U. S. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—(4)— 
Representative Fulmer (Demo- 
crat-South Carolina) proposed to- 
day extension of federal crop in- 
surance to cotton as part of a pro- 
gram to utilize 10,000,000 bales of 
surplus now held under govern- 
ment loans. 

He announced he would intro- 
duce a bill Monday to set aside 
2,000,000 bales as a reserve for 
the insurance program. This cot- 
ton would be distributed to par- 
ticipating farmers whose crops 
were destroyed by natural causes, 
including insect infestation. 

The loan cotton would be trans- 
ferred to the reserve pool free of 
any obligation. 

Fulmer said other legislation he 
was preparing for utilization of 
the 10,000,000-bale surplus includ- 
ed a proposal to impound 8,000,- 
000 bales. 

The impounded cotton would be 
used on a competitive basis with 
jute, an imported fibre, and other 
products, and new uses, Fulmer 
said.

An exception was Der Angriff, 
organ of Propaganda Minister 
Paul Joseph Goebbels. It headed 
its obituary “Pope of unfulfilled 
hopes” and said he had died as 
“a political adventurer.”

Bells to Ring. 

Church bells will ring in Poland 
for 15 minutes three times a day 
until the Pope’s funeral next Wed- 
nesday.

With Body of Pope 


VATICAN CITY, Feb. 10.— 
(P)\—The heart of Pope Pius 
XI will be entombed with his 
body and not, like the hearts 
of many earlier pontiffs, have a 
separate resting place. 

The custom of removing the 
heart and other internal organs 
of popes on their death and 
placing them in an urn was dis- 
carded with the death of Leo 
XIII in 1903. 

Reus X, Leo’s successor, de- 
creed that his heart was not to 
be removed after death, and the 
practice has not been revived. 
Urns containing the hearts of 
29 popes are sealed in the choir 
walls of a small church in the 
center of Rome, that of Sts.

In Three Caskets | 


VATICAN CITY, Feb. 10.— 
(P)\—Vatican workmen were or- 
dered today to make ready three 
caskets in which the body of 
Pope Pius will be buried in the 
Grottoes of St. Peter’s. 

The pontiff’s body will be 
placed in them in an elaborate 
funeral service observing tradi- 
tions centuries old. 

The inner one, in which the 
body will lie, is to be of cypress 
wood lined with red satin, hav- 
ing a cross of walnut on the 
cover. 

It will be placed inside a 
second of lead, a quarter of an 
inch thick and weighing nearly 
900 pounds. On its cover toward 
the head will be a cross in re- 


lief and it will have a skull and, |

Doom Thick 
Waist 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


You may or may not like the 
fashion forecast for spring: Lots 
of material above and below a 
very small waist, with skirts short, 
and wide shoulders are here to 
stay because they do such mar- 
velous things for the hips. 

That part about the “very small 
waist” seems to be thrown in just 
casually, but nobody needs to have 
a picture painted of the silhouette 
with broad shoulders, short skirt 
and thick waist.’ This season, the 
transition from buxom to boxy is 
merely a matter of too much 
waistlineage. 

Any time the fashion queens put 
their heads together and decree 
generous yardage in our frocks, it 
is understood that we must exer- 
cise more restraint about the mid- 
section. If there is anything 
worse than having a dress skin- 
tight,. it’s having one with “lots of 
material above and below” the 
waist which is not tiny. 

. . . you can take a tuck in 
your waistline, stay away from the 
new styles, or wear them and l6ok 
boxy. For most women, exercise 
comes easier than giving up the 
fun of a new fashion, especially 
when stretching and twisting will 
slim the waist in no time flat. And, 
in the process you also tighten up 
the muscular girdle, which gives 
this midsector a trimmer appear- 
ance. 

For double quick action on the 
midriff, combine stretching and 
twisting with blending, as in this 
exercise: On the knees on the 
floor, arms stretched high over- 
head and hands clasped. Without 
lowering the arms, sit down to 
the right of the feet, return to the 
beginning position, and sit down 
to the left of the feet. Continue 
to stretch upward throughout the 
exercise. 

You can lose those excess waist- 
line inches quickly if you focus 
your attention on the area between 
the hips and ribs. Sit on the floor 
with legs spread wide apart, knees 
straight. Have the arms straight 
out at the sides and swirl first to 
one side, then to the other, trying 
to touch the right hand to the left 
instep, the left hand to the right 
instep. Hold the back straight and 
bend only at the waist, twisting 
more than you bend. 

By the time you have slimmed 
down an inch or so, you will be 
able to carry this exercise a step 
further. Instead of holding the 
arms out from the shoulders, 
stretch them high overhead, with 
hands clasped, and then bend and 
try to touch the hands to the out- 
stretched feet.

Liechtenstein ‘Anschluss’ Is

der way in Vienna with a view of 
bringing the tiny sovereign state 
of Liechtenstein and its 11,000 in- 
habitants under the domination of 
Germany.

May Recover Double. 


The civil enforcement section of 
the wages and hour act of 1938, 
which was invoked in this action, 
provides employes who have been 
underpaid may recover by indi- 


Wages required by law, less the 
amount already received. Employ- 
ers are required to pay attorney 
and court costs also in the event 
the employes win the actions. 

The government petition sought 
temporary and permanent injunc- 
tions restraining the company 
from violating provisions of the 
act. 

The complaint charged the com- 
pany had paid wages far under 
the 25-cent-an-hour minimum and 
had kept false records to “cover 
up” this violation. 

Irving J. Levy, chief of the 
wage hour litigation section, said 
the employes in many cases had 
been unable to live on their wages 
and had gone to local authorities 
for relief, and that these authori- 
ties had complained to Washing- 
ton. 

The complaint alleged the em- 
ployes of the plant, established in 
1934, for the most part “receive 
wages at less than the rate of 25 
cents an hour, and in many cases 
lower than eight cents an hour.” 

It was further charged that pay- 
ment of such wages “has enabled 
the defendant to secure a com- 
petitive advantage over firms pro- 
ducing similar goods.”

._ A caustic attack on the pro« 
posed one per cent gross in- 
come tax was launched yester- 
day by two- large business as- 
sociations while legislative lead- 
ers were preparing for a confer- 
ence tonight to draft a program 
for early tax revision action in 
the Georgia general assembly. 


Drawing the battle lines 
against the proposed gross in- 
come tax were the Georgia 
Mercantile Association and the 
Georgia Automobile Dealers’ As- 
sociation, which flayed the “gross 
income tax” as a misnomer for a 
“gross receipts tax’; predicted it 
would mean ruin for little busi- 
nessmen; cause more unemploy~- 
ment and urged that the adminis<- 
tration put into practice econo- 
mies recommended by the house 
investigating committee. 

Third of Profit. 

The .associations charged the 
proposed tax is in effect a tax of 
33 1-3 per cent on successful mer< 
chants and Georgia businessmen. 

They reasoned that successful 
businesses operate on a margin of | 
profit of 3 per cent—the 1 per 
cent tax claiming exactly one-. 
third of their net profit. The tax 
would further cut into the income 
of businesses not so successful, 
they stated, adding a business that ' 
operated at a loss would have to 
pay, too. ay

VATICAN CITY, Feb. 11.—() 
Pope Pius XI, a tiny figure in the 
vast, still basilica of St. Peter, the 
Apostle, lay in death tonight in 
the chapel of the sacrament, light- 
ed by 24 candles and v.atched by 
four noble’ guards. 

His body had been borne from 
the Sistine chapel to St. Peter’s 
with rich, medieval ceremony on 
| the very day he had expected to 
address the Italian bishops on the 
10th anniversary of the Lateran 
accord, the pact between the 
church and Italian state’ which 
gave him the name of “The Pope 
of the Conciliation.” 

The removal of his bier from 
the Sistine chapel on the shoulders 
of eight attendants was made in 
a reverent and picturesque proces- 
sion within the walls of the Vati- 
can.

To Kiss Slipper. 

The eight bearers of the bier 
lowered it on the funeral couch 
so that the body rested inside the 
wrought iron gates of the chapel 
but with the feet outside so the 
faithful later could. approach and 
kiss the Pope’s slipper. 

The transfer followed the first 
general congregation of. the cardi- 
nals, the princes of the church, in 
preparation for the conclave which 
will elect the next Pontiff. 

Thirty-one of the 62 cardinals 
attended the session, held while 
prince and peasant were passing 
by the Pontiff’s body in the Sis- 
tine chapel, and swore to observe 
the constitution which goyerns the 
period until a new Pope shall have 
been selected. 

Ring Is Broken. 

In today’s first general congre- 
gation, the late Pontiff’s fisher- 
man’s ring, symbol of papal pow- 
er, was broken and a new one will 
be given his successor soon after. 
the elegtion. 

As the cardinals met, the Italian 
bishops who had been summoned 
by the Pope to hear him speak 
on the anniversary of the Lateran 
accord were given the contents of 
his intended address, 

Vatican authorities believed it 
unlikely that the communication 
would be made public unless the 
next Pope ordered it. 

It was explained that the con- 
gregation of cardinals normally 
would not ‘sanction publication. 
lest it embarrass the policy of the 
new ‘Pontiff.
